BONES OF THE EAR. 


Little Stirrup When Displaced 
Causes Noises In th« Head. 


V'brations of tbe eardrum are com- j 


mnnlcated to tbe InDor ear by means 
ol three exceedingly small bones, one 
ol -which is called the stirrup. When 
this particular little bone Is displaced, 
however slightly, the patient hears 
sounds which are subjective, or, to 
use plainer terms, noises confined ex- 
clusively to the auditory apparatus 
and not heard by others. These sounds 
frequently seem like wind whistling 
through, o crevice or a buzzing eucb as 
one hears when passing untie a net- 
work of wires on a windy day.
